“STRIKE 100 PER CENT,” 
-- SAYS UNION BULLETIN 


Jilinois Central Superin- 
tendent Assaulted Near 
New Orleans—Four Men 

-Wounded in Clash.

Chicago, July 7.—The first week 
pf the strike of railway shopmen end- 
ed tonight with sporadic outbreaks of 
violence reported in widely scattered 
gections of the country, troops held in 
readiness to quell trouble in Illinois 
and soldiers requested in other states, 
and union officials, railway executives 
and the United States railroad labor 
board standing firm in the position 
- gach assuthed when the walkout start- 
ed July 1. 

The attitude of the federtaed shop 
crafts was indicated tonight when 
B. M. Jewell, head of the railroad em- 
ployees department of the American 
Federation of Labor, issued a state- 
gent disclaiming any further respon- 
Bibility for continuation of the strike 
and holding the railroads and the 
labor board to blame for the length of 
time the walkout lasts. 

“Men Forced Out.” 

“Those who complain because the 
railway shop strike has not been set- 
tled should understand that the men 
have been forced out much against 
their will,” his statement said. 

“The strike has now been in prog- 
ress one week. Notwithstanding the 
fact that we have by every means 
available to us made it known that 
conference was desired with any re- 
sponsible person authorized to nego- 
tiate a settlement or that any pro- 
posal by any person properly author- 
jzed would be carefully considered, 
no move has been made by other par- 
ties to bring about a settlement. 

“The str:king.employees.are not to 
be driven back.

Hooper Makes Plea. 

Chairman Ben W. Hooper, of the 
Jabor board, issued an_ individual 
statement in which he asserted that 
“the only feasible way” for the shop 
rrafts organization to end the strike 
was to follow in the footsteps of the 
maintenance of way organizations 
whose oficers this week appeared be- 
fore the board and agreed to postpone 
their strike pending further negotia- 
tions.

ON RIGHT T0 SELL

U. S. Department of Jus- 
tice’ to Probe Legality 
of Liquor Selling on U. 
S. Ships at Sea. 


HEARING TO BE HELD | 
THURSDAY AFTERNOON 


Expression of Views Ex- 
pected to Aid Attorney- 
General in Formulating 
Opinion on Problem. 


Washington, July 7.—Attorney- 
General. Daugherty has arranged to. 
conduct a hearing next Thursday on 
the question of the legality of permit- 
ting the sale of intoxicating beverages 
on shipping board vessels, it was 
learned today at the department of 
justice. 

The hearing, it was said at the jue 
tice department, will give an oppor-| 
tunity for all interested In the mat- 
ter to present their views and will aid 
the attorney-general in formulating 
his opinion as to the legality of sale 
of liquor aboard American vessels be- 
yond the territorial limits of the Unit- 
ed States. This opinion recently was 
asked for by Secretary Mellon. 


Late today the department of jus- 
tice issued the following statement: 
“There will be a hearing at the de- 
partment of justice at 3:30 p. m., 
July 138, on the question as to wheth- 
er the eighteenth amendment to the 
federal constitutiom and the national 
prohibition act apply to American 
ships on the high seas. 7: will be 
public to persons having interest in 
either side of this question. The de- 
cision to grant a hearing grows out 
of an effort on the part of the de- 
partment of justice to see that every- 
body concerned in the question here 
involved has an opportunity to present 
his views. / 

“There will be presont representa- 
tives of the shipping board and the 
prohibition commissioner of the treas- 
ury department on the part of the

The session was held at the Ans- 
ley hotel and the proposal to hold 
a world’s fair with two great units at 
Atlanta and Savannah outlined. by 
Secretary of State S. G. McLendon 
met with a rousing and enthusiastic 
indorsement. Resolutions calling on 
the ,general assembly to take steps 
toward, fostering the project were 
adopted and permanent plans for per- 
fecting the state organization were | 
formed. 

McLendon Speaks. 


Secretary of State McLendon was 
elected temporary chairman and deliv- 
ered the first speech. Others who 
spoke were Steven N. Harris, presi- 
dent of the Savannah Board of Trade;

END OF BONUS HOPES 
‘ SEEN IN PROPOSAL 


Observers Say Measure’s 
Chances Will Pass for 
Two Years, Probably for 
Ever. of

Washington, July 7.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—What is un- 
questionably believed to be the death 
knell of the soldiers’ estimated $7,- 
600,000,000 bonus bill and postpone- 
ment of consideration of the ship sub- 
sidy bill was sounded at a meeting of 
republican leaders of the senate this 
week when it was agreed to request 
the president to consent to a post- 
ponement of the two measures until 
the next session of congress, it be- 
came known today. 

The meeting was held in the form 
of a dinner at the home of Senator 
Lodge, the republican leader, and 
was attended by a_ representative 
group of administration followers. 
There were some dozen present, it is 
understood. 

As a result of the dinner, the mem- 
bers assembled came to agreement 
that the two measures should’ go 
over. They were of the opinion, 
however, that the president should as- 
sume the responsibility of such a 
step, and as soon as Mr. Harding re- 
turns from Marion, he wil] have the 
matter laid before him for daeci- 
sion. 

Expect Compliance. 

Political observers at .the capital 
anticipate no objection from the presi- 
dent. Knowing of his expressed op- . 
position to the bonus bill in its pres- 
ent form, the best thought is of the 
belief that President Harding will 
immediately avail himself of the op- 
portunity to take the bonus off the

It is, ‘therefore, resolved, That the state 
of Georgia will, in 1926, hold an inter- 
national exposition, maritime and iodustrial 
in its character, at Savannah, and indus- 
trial at Atlanta, and the general assem- 
bly of Georgia is requested at its present 
session to take such action as may be 
necessary to insure the success of this in- 
ternational! exposition. It is recommended 
that the entire state of Georgia shall be in- 
cluded within the exposition unds, and 
that’ the expositivun to be held n 1926 shali 
extend from May to December in order that 
visitors from ali quarters of the world may 
be able to see our agricultural crops in their 
growing season, and in their maturing sea- 


son.

Forester F. W. Reed, of the forestry

While 
no definite agreement hag been reach- 
ed, it is likely that the funds now. avail- 
able will be devoted to the construc- 
tion of a road into the basin through 
Grassy Gap, which was the route 
followed by The Constitution’s party. 

Is First Installment. 

The present fund of $40,000 is the 
first installment of a series of expendi- 
tures to be made for the improvement 
of roads in the mountain region of 
the state. Chief MacDonald and Dis- 
trist Forester Reed have declared that 
additional sums will be assigned to

SAVING THE BABIES. 

According to the 1922 annual re- 
port of the American Child Hygiene 
association, the activities of child 
welfare organizations operating in 
Atlanta have resulted in a remark. 
able reduction of infant mortality 
in this city. 

Statistics contained in the report 
show that in 1917, when child wel- 
fare work was.aggressively under- 
taken locally on an intensive scale, 
approximately 157 of every 1,000 
children born in Atlanta died from 
lack of proper attention, before 
reaching the age of twelve years; 
whereas, at the beginning of 1922 
the death rate had dropped to 88 


_ per 1,000. 


The investigators state that this 
phenomenal showing of improve- 
ment is due to the series of educa- 
tional “better babies” campaigns 
that have been conducted in At- 
lanta, resulting in the establish- 
ment of baby. clinics and improve- 


ments in, spe, quality. of milk and 
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food provided for Atlanta infants 


jand in sanitation and general liv- 


ing conditions in Atlanta homes. 

This work has been promoted 
and conducted by the local child 
welfare organizations, with the co- 
operation of the city and state 
health authorities, our women’s 
clubs and the various civic organi- 
zations, and with the active sup- 
port of the rank and file of the 
progressive and philanthropic citi- 
zens of Atlanta. 

Not only has it been work well 
worth while, as the figures of the 
national child hygiene association 
show, but work the value of which 
cannot be appraised in terms of 
money. 

While, as the report states, due 
to this systematic crusade against 
infant mortality Atlanta has been 
transferred from the highest to the 
lowest child death rate classes of 
American cities, these splendid and 
worthy activities in the interest of 
child-life conservation should not 
cease so long as even one baby per 
annum dies in this city as a result 
of improper care or attention. 

It is work that merits the con- 
tinued encouragement and support 


of all of our people. 


DUE FOR A SHAKE-UP. 
“Passing Statesmen” is the title 


of an editorial which the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Union recently car- 
ried as its “leader,” and in which 
the veteran stalwart of the New 
England “stand pat” G. O. P. press 
discussed the changes in personnel 
that are certain to take place on the 
republican side of the lower house 
of congress. 

“In the next house of representa- 


tives,” said the Union— 


“many of the veterans who have been 
recognized leaders on the republic- 
an side for many years will be 
missed. From present indications it 
appears likely that there will be 
changes in the chairmanships of 
several of the most important com- 
mittees and that men whose names 
have long been enrolled among those 
of the shapers of legislation will be 
absent from the scene.” 


All of this obviously is true; and 
“from present indications it ap- 
pears,” not only “likely,” but cer- 
tain that the “changes” will not be 
confined to the limited circle of 
“recognized leaders on the republi- 
can side for many years” nor to 
“chairmanships of 

ant committees,” for the signs of 
the times all point to a general 
shake-up in the house membership 
as a result of the elections to he 
held during the present year. 

Our Massachusetts contemporary, 
however, discusses only the changes 
that have been announced in ad- 
vance—those that are assured by 
the announced voluntary retire- 
ment of men who are now members 
of the house. 

It mentions “Uncle Joe” Cannon, 
of Illinois, and Joseph W. Fordney, 
of Michigan, who have announced 
their intention to retire to private 
life at the expiration of their pres- 
ent terms; Frank W. Mondell, of 
Wyoming, and M. Clyde Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania, who aspire to the 
senate. 

But the probability is that after 
the votes are counted next Novem- 
ber it will be found that a majority 
of the republican members of the 
present house will be among the 
missing. 

If the republican vote in the 
states in which elections have been 
held this summer is any criterion, 
it is doubtful if a majority of the 
present republican membership will 
survive the primaries in their re- 
spective districts; and it is evident 
that a republican nomination this 
year is by no means a guarantee of 
victory at the polls in the general 
election later on. 

And this applies to the senate as 
well as to the house membership. 

From the results of elections thus 
far held it is clear that the masses 
of the people, republicans as well 
as democrats, are not pleased with 
the record that has been made by 
the republican congress and by the 
republican administration. 

Also, that the voters are in favor 


of making sweeping changes in per- 
sonnel in both departments of the 
government at their earliest op- 
portunity.

PLANTS. 

Skin inflammation, or dermatitis, as 
doctors call it, may be produced by 
contact with various substanées of ani- 
mal, vegetable or chemical nature. It 
is characterized by redness, swelling, 
little vesicles or water, blisters, and 
sensations of itching, burning or pain. 

The dermatitis caused by contact 
with poison ivy (Rhus toxicodendron) 
is well known but the ivy itself is not 
so well known. The ivy leaf is tri- 
follate—that is consists of three sepa- 
rate leaves on the stem, not a single 
leaf in three parts. 

Other, plants which may cause der- 
matitits are the poison sumach, the 
nettle, the smartweed, cowhage and 
several members of the primrose 
family. 

Primrose eruption is not rarely seen 
on the hands of women who grow a 
primrose in a jar in the house, and is 
usually mistaken for “eczema.” It ia 
far less severe than poison ivy erup- 
tion, consisting of a more or less per- 
sistent fine vesicular rash with itch- 
ing, chiefly between the fingers, some- 
times about the cheeks and neck. The 
eruption will almost or quite clear 
away, only to recur shortly without 
apparent cause, as long as the prim- 
rose is kept in the house. 

As for poison ivy, a susceptible per- 
son should smear the exposed parts of 
skin with vaseline before approaching 
a known growth of ivy. He should 
immediately bathe the exposed skin 
with soap and water following any 
possible exposure, then mop it with 
pledgets of cotton wet with alcohol, in 
order to dissolve off any of the vola- 
tile essence of the ivy which may be on 
the skin. More asa preventative than 
a cure for the skin eruption, alkalies 
are advisable, to neutralize the poison- 
ous substance, which is an acid. Fo 
this purpose cloths kept wet with 
solution of saleratus (two tablespoon- 
fuls) in a pint of water will suffice. 
If itching is intense, the well-known 
calamine lotion, with orf without a 
small proportion of earbolic acid, is 
grateful : 

Glycerin eeeeere 1-4 ounce 
Powdered calamine ....... 1-2 ounce 
Powdered zine oxide ...... 1-2 ounce 
Borax 1-4 ounce 
Lime, water, enough to make eight 
ounces, 

When itching is intense, pure car- 
bolic acid may be added to the lotion 
in any quantity up to 1-2 per cent— 
about 20 grains or drops in the eight- 
ounce mixture. The lotion should be 
well shaken before applying, and sim- 
ply patted over the affected areas with 
the fingers. 

After a dermatitis has developed, if 
any blisters rise they should be opened 
with a boiled or flamed needle, the 
fluid contents gently pressed out and 
absorbed with cotton or clean towel 
and carefully kept from further con- 
tact with unaffected parts of the skin. 
The surface may then be dressed with 
the calamine lotion, or with compress¢s 
kept wet with saturated solution of 
boric acid. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Itching in the Ear. 


Kindly tell me the cause of an an- 
noying itching in the outer tube of the 
ear.—Mrs. L. C. F. 

Answer—A habit of inserting things 
in the ear is a mistaken effort to clean 
it often causes such irritation. Accu- 
mulation of ceremen (ear wax) is an- 
other cause. Irrigate ear canal once 
a day with some luke warm water (a 
pint) containing a tablespoonful of 
soda. 

Five Percentum. 


I wish to express my appreciation 
for your goodness in suggesting the 5 
per cent sulphur ointment to be mas- 
sagéd into scalp every day for dan- 
druff. I used it two weeks and my 
dandruff was completely cured. Is it 
proper to take another course of such 
treatment in case dandruff returns? 
Answer—Yes. It is pretty sure to 
return sometime, since most men visit 
barber shops and most women visit 
hair dressers, where reinfection with 
the sazouraud bacillus is scarcely to be 
avoided. 

Chronic Appendicitis. 
Is it advisable to remove the ap- 
pendix in a case of chronic appenidcitis 
in which constant pain and tenderness 
is present, also great nervousness and 
gas ?—W. V. P. 
Answer—Perhaps. A diagnosis of 
chronic appendicitis, without a_ clear 
history of previous acute appendicitis, 
must always be taken tentatively, and 
the operation must always be under- 
taken as an explanatory operation, for 
the surgeon cannot be absolutely sure. 
Nevertheless, symptoms liké yours 
often warrant an explanatory opera- 
tion in my opinion. That is, if ] had 
such symptoms I would seriously con- 
sider undergoing the explanatory 
operation, because I think it is safer 
than the disease. ;

\|Prejudice Has No Place . 


In Legislative Discussion 


Of State Highway Status

Representative McMichael, of Mar- 
ion county, took another broadside at 
the administration of the state high- 
way department yesterday. 

During the 1921 session of the as- 
sembly, a special joint committee, con- 
sisting of 18 members of the two 
houses, was appointed to investigate 
the affairs of the highway commis- 
sion, and to report back to the as- 
sembly. 

The work was begun at once, public 
hearings held and an auditor, a certi- 
fied public accountant, employed to 
check up and audit, specifically for 
the committee, the books and ac- 
counts of the department. 

It must be remembered that long 
before this the member from Marion 
had opened up a veritable barrage 
against the department, and against 


the road program, and against every- 
thing else, practically, that the ma- 
jority stood for in highway develop- 
ment in Georgia.

The joint committee did not con- 
clude its investigations until] late in 
the ’21 session, and the overwhelming 
majority—fourteen out of eighteen, if 
I recall correctly—signed a majority 
report setting forth their findings to 
the effect, first, that only one county 
in Georgia had filed any complaint 
against the department, and that an 
investigation absolved the state com- 
mission from any blame in that in- 
stance; second, that the distribu- 
tion of the funds had shown the bulk 
of them had gone to the weaker coun- 
ties; third, that the cost of engineer- 
ing had not been found excessive but 
entirely reasonable; fourth, that the 
personnel of the departemnt showed 
a maximum of efficiency, in engineer- 
ing, construction and maintenance; 
fifth, that criticisms of department 
officials or “bad judgment” were un- 
founded, and that the organization had 
been properly perfected. to cover the 
immense amount and variety of work 
incident to its legalized functions. 


The majority report concluded: 

“It is indeed a pleasufte to find 
that the highway department has 
been in the hands of men who we 
believe to have the best interests 
of the state and its people at 
heart, and are doing everything 
possible toward the upbuilding of 
the state, and in our opinion, if 
allowed to continue, will give to 
Georgia one of the best, if not 
the best, system of highways of 
any state in the union. We feel 
that they are entitled to receive 
at the hands of our people the 
highest praise, and that they 
should be commended to the full- 
est extent of the state’s ability for 
what they have done and are now 
doing. 

“In concluding, we find that 
criticism of the department is not 
justified by the facts, and instead 
of Being criticized, the work of 
the department should he ‘deeply 
appreciated by all fair-minded 
Georgians. They have done and 
are doing great work, and should - 
not be retarded but should re- 
ceive and have the full confidence 
of all the people of the state. 
A careful perusal of the attached 
complete stenographic record of 
the proceedings of your commit- 
tee will show full and complete 
justification for giving the 
partment the highest praise.”

Four members of the committee, 
Senators Bond and Pope, and Repre- 
sentatives McMichael and Davis, of 
Oglethorpe, issued a minority report, 
which was their privilege. and the 
right course, certainly, if they could 
not agree to the findings of the ma- 
jority. , 

I do say, however, that there were 
indictments made in that report that 
reflected seriously and_ grievously 
upon the 14 colleagues of the four 
minority members; and that the re- 
port further hinged upon statements 
and discussions that were absolutely 
irrelevant to the constituted functions 
of the committee, and the authorized 
scope of its investigations. 

As to the indictments against the 
majority members, the minority re- 
port concluded as follows—and I 
quote literally— 

“In conclusion we wish to state 
that we have been limited, and 
even restrained by the majority, 
in our investigations. We could 
only make a beginning through 
hearsay evidence. We had letters 
from different counties making 
complaints and giving names of 
people who would appear and give 
testimony, but the majority de- 
nied us the right to subpoena wit- 
nesses, as the resolution provided. 
Under these restraints imposed by 
the majority, and under the limi- 
tation of time and pressure of 
other legislative duties, our re- 
port is necessarily incomplete, but 
it is the best we could do under 
the circumstances.” 

These paragraphs age a great deal 
more serious than the average layman 
perhaps has realized. 


The charge that a full and fair and 
impartial investigation, as provided 
by law, had been throttled by a ruling 
majority in the committee room of a 
deliberative legislative body, is too 
sweeping to go unchallenged; and if 
they are not true they should be 
branded as false. 

They strike at the very foundation 
of a free government. 

The report goes into an exhaustive 
discussion of the availability of the 
state to build roads of “such an ex- 
pensive type,” and so on, which i? 
not germane as to whether or not 
the state highway department is ef- 
ficient and honestly conducted—the 
two questions that precipitated the 
investigation—and the only basis in 
fact for the appointment of the joint 
committee. 

- = - * 

The McMichael broadside yester- 
day, directed as a_ terrific—and 
charge intemperate—attack upon the 
highway commission, came while the 
house was sitting as a committee 
of the whole to consider the majority 
and minority reports. coming over as 
unfinished business from last session 
in connection with a resolution by 
Mr. McMichael to substitute the mi- 
nority for the majority report. 

The Marion member made his claim 
on alleged “new evidence” which he 
claimed showed extravagance, mis- 


management, etc. 


The climax of Mr. MceMichael’s ar- 
raignment of the department came 
as he introduced a letter purported 
to have been written to him by one 
Joseph Hawkins, of Americus, alleging 
that the federal highway engineer, 
employed by the United States bu- 
reaun of public roads, and stationed 
in Georgia to represent the govern- 
ment in the road projects where fed- 
eral aid funds are made available in 
construction —one Crossland — had 
claimed to him—Hawkins—to have 
made $15.000 ont of the sale of a 
rock quatry in Elbert county to the 


state of rgia. ) 
I say without fear or fgvor that | 
introduction te offeuch un- 
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with a discussion of reports made 
entirely upon the evidences of sworn 
witnesses—and concerning an official 
of the federal government w s not 
in anyway connected with the state 
government of Georgia, or its highway 
department, was an effort to appeal 
to prejudice and passion, and was a 
method of fighting the highway de- 
partment that is unworthy of the 
gentleman from Marion, or any other 
member of the Georgia legislature. 


The securing of a further investi- 
gation—which was subsequently 
agreed to—and the ascertaining ‘of 
facts by sworn testimony, would have 
been the orderly course—such facts 
then to be reported in their order 
to the assembly. 


If Engineer Crossland, of the gov- 
ernment service, is guilty of wrong- 
doing he should be discharged from 
his position; and if guilty of a crime 
he should be punished by law. 

If any member of the Georgia high- 


| way commission, official or employee, 


has now or has ever had, any per- 
sonal interest, directly or indirectly, 
in any supplies sold to the state, or 
has ever financially profited to large 
or small extent, in any of the trans- 


actions of the department, he should be 


discharged, and if guilty of a crime 
he should be punished— 

But to take an alleged unsupported 
statement against a federal employee, 
and to convert it into a Sensational 
attack upon the state highway de- 
partment in order to stir up animos- 
ity and to arouse the passions and 
prejudices of members, and to feed the 
sinister and insidious undercurrent of 
rumors as to graft and corruption, 
emanating from enemies of the depart- 
ment, is to ahet and aid in a propa- 
ganda that real men and true men 
and conservative men ought not to 
encourage. 

Joseph Hawkins, who is alleged to 
have written the letter introduced by 
Mr. McMichael, was a former engi- 
neer of the state highway depart- 
ment, and was discharged, according 
to my information.

What are re facts regarding the 
Elbert county rock quarry? 

The entire state highway commis- 
sion—and it is composed of as good 
and honorable men as there are in 
Georgin—has authorized the state- 
ment that the quarry is everything 
that was expected and hoped for when 
purchased. 

The stone is said to be of excel- 
lent grade and is unsurpassed hv any 
stone in this section of the United 
States for road construction purposes. 

This statement is borne out by the 
state geologist, B. M. Hall, the noted 
engineer, and by a New York expert 
who made nersonal inspections of this 
quarry and a report on same before 
its purchase. 

It is also ideally situated for eco- 
nomical production. of stone for road 
construction purnoses, and the plans 
for converting this great deposit of 
stone into road-building material is 
gradually going on and has never 
censed since its purchase, 

The installation of equipment and 
the perfection of the plant has not 
been rushed on aceount of the fact 
that from time to time the state has 
received and is still receiving ma- 
chinery as a gift from the federal 
government. 

Tie state has slready received or 
been allotted equipment and material 
of an estimated value of $75,000.00. 

In view of the fact that the cost 
of crushed stone has gradually de- 
creased since this property came into 
the hands of the state highway de- 
partment, there has not been the same 
necessity for rushing the completion 
of this plant. 

This plant, when completed, will 
produce a minimum of 500 tons of 
erushed stone a day—and this is evi- 
dence enough that the cost to Georgia 
is nominal in comparison with its 
asset value as a dependable source 
of the best road material available.

All of these are serious matters— 
too serious for any appealing to 
prejudices, or any snap judgments,

The greatest constructive program 
before Georgia today is highway de- 
velopment. 

The department should be encour- 
aged in its work, so long as it is ef- 
ficiently and honestly administered, 
2nd not retarded by the virus of dis- 
charged employees, or by members of 
the assembly who will seek to in- 
ject such virus without first analyzing 
it for poison. 

If there is anything wrong with the 
department, or with anv official or 
employee—whether it be incompe- 
tency or crookedness—then the legis- 
lature owes it to the people to put 
a stop to it, and to punish whenever 
and wherever crime has been per- 
petrated. 

Until such has heen ascertained, 
then let justice and wisdom and mod- 
eration prevail.

Suggests Remedies 
Against Motor Hazard 


Editor Constitution: Referring to 
your editorial in today’s paper on the 
motor hazard, this question should 
be agitated until laws are enacted and 
enforced which shall prevent incom- 
petent persons from driving dautomo- 
biles. In view of the frequent ac- 
cidents and deaths caused by auto- 
mobiles it is amazing that the author- 
ities have given so little attention 
to the qualifications of the drivers. 
As indicated in your editorial, one 
knows that a locomotive will follow 
the railway, but when approached by 
a motor vehicle at a street corner 
it is impossible to-tell whether it 
will turn or go straight ahead. 
when one uses his best endeavors to 
dodge numerous automobiles going 


in opposite directions and straight 
ahead his life is imperiled by one or 
more drivers making quick turns, 
And many drivers make no effort to 
slow up, but take it for granted that 
the pedestrian will keep out of the 
way. Only today the writer, after 
escaping several automobiles, had to 
jump for his life to avoid being run 
down by another which made a quick 
turn. His predicament seemed to be 
enjoyed exceedingly by the woman 
who was driving, so she laughed 
heartily. 

There 1s one angle of this situa- 
tion that is generally overlooked. We 
are appalled by the number of deaths 
and accidents caused by automobiles; 
but in addition to the casualties there 
is an untold amount of nervous fear 
and shock due to narrow escapes, 
and constant apprehension. It is 
quite possible that the injury done 
in this way is greater than that caus- 
ed by actual collisions. 

It is really becoming a_ serious 
question as to whether the motor 
vehicle is after all a blessing or a 
curse. 

In addition to requiring drivers to 
pass a rigid examination, as you sug- 
gest, it may be necessary to still fur- 
ther reduce the speed of automobiles, 
and make it unlawful to drive through 
certain sections faster than the brisk 
walk of a pedestrian. At such a 
speed an automobile could be easily 
dodged, or quickly stopped to pre- 
vent striking a person, It is to be 
hoped that this question may receive 
adequate attention at the present ses- 
sion of the legislature.

: Work of the twelve agricultural and 
mechanical colleges in Georgia is high- 
ly lauded in the report of a special 
joint committee of the senate and 
house, appointed last year to study 
operations and results of these dis- 
trict institutions, and the committee’s 
findings will be submited in both 
houses of the legislature next week. 

When the resolution to name the 
committee was introduced a sentiment 
appeared to prevail that some of the 
colleges were lagging far behind and 
it might be found advisable to either 
change the system or do away with 
some of the colleges. 

“The committee very earnestly de- 
sires to emphasize the fact,” states the 
report, “that after a careful examina- 
— of each of the institutions and 

e work they are doing, individually 
and as a chain of state colleges, it is 
our conviction that the system and the 
colleges as units, are filling a very 
peculiar need in the state. 

Deserve Encouragement. 

“Instead of entertaining for a mo- 
ment an idea that even one of them 
should be done away with, it is our 
conviction that they should be given 
just as much legislative encourage- 
ment as possible, now and in the fu- 
ture. 

“Without them tnere is an element 
of the growing youth of the state that 
would be wholly without the oppor- 
tunities and advantages which these 
colleges supply, and our rural sec- 
tions would hereafter feel acutely the 
suffering that would be bound to fol- 
low any absence of this particular line 
of work.” 

Continuing, the report said: “This 
committee especially concerned itself, 
to ascertain what direct return there 
is to the farming enterprise of the 
state from the several A. & M. col- 
leges and we find, by actual investi- 
gation of records, that approximately 
70 per cent of the graduates of these 
institutions have returned to farming 
life and engaged in some form of 
farm work. 

“More than 2,000 students are given 
Instruction at these institutions, and 
we find ah average of about 20 stu- 
dents in each of the schools are paying 
their way through by work they are 
doing.” 

Course cf Instruction. 

In respect to the course of instruc- 
tion, the committee said it found each 
of the colleges conforming _ strictly 
with the requirements laid down by 
the legislature.

Laws of the State 


Tifton, Gag, July 7.—(Special.) 
Judge Eve took sharp issue with the 
saying that “All’s Well With the 
World,” in his charge to the grand 
jury of Tift superior court. 

“God’s in His heaven but man’s 
not in his,” Judge Eve said, discuss- 
ing recent outbreaks of viclence, pre- 
vailing disregard for the law and 
what he declared the disposition of 


dividuals, to abrogate to themselves 
the right to hold the law in contempt; 
to dispense justice or injustice, 
as they see fit, and to tramp, at will, 
on the personal rights of the citi- 
zens. 

Selfishness and extravagance were 
discussed as affong the most qaan- 
gerous prevailing evils. The respon- 
sibility of the individual for the prop- 
er regulation of loeal affairs was sug- 
‘gested by the court as the surest 
remedy, and insisted the citizen must 
awaken to a realization of this fact. 

“A heavy burden of responsibility 
rests upon you not only in your public 
official but also in your private ca- 
pacity,” he said. 

“As responsible beings, you are daily 
serving on the mighty grand jury of 
law abiding citizens of the nation, 
charged of God himself, with the duty 
of maintaining high standards of 
civic righteousness and upholding law 
and order—of proclaiming the gospel 
of obedience to law. 

“You cannot be put away from the 
world—in fact if you are by political 
faction, and as a citizen of the world, 
you are bound by obligations to the 
universal brotherhood. Preach ever- 
lastingly the gospel of obedience to 
law. It is all right to interest your- 
self in the lamentable conditions of 
the people of Siam and Timbuctoo, 
but don’t overlook ‘the man in the 
alley back of you. He may be as 
financially poor and physically for: 
saken as the man across the sea. 

“One form of law-breaking is like 


top floor of a building; another is 
like dynamiting the foundations of 
the structure. When men dynamite 
dipping vats, they are striking at the 
foundation on'which the structure of 
our civilization rests, 

Unions and secret organizations are 
all right and in many respects good 
things so long as they stay within 
the law, and so long only as the 
other fellows rights are not trodden 
on.”

He 
stated what he frankly said were real 
conditions ‘and said it would take 
metry of brains and courage to meet 
this situation, 

“Today we must put the machinery 
in’ motion. . That is all we plan to do 
atethis session but once the machin- 
ery is started it must not be stopped 
until the exposition is a complete real- 
ization,” he said. 

Savannah’s Delegation. 

Savannah sent a large delegation to

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‘The faded and wrinkled document 
purporting to be the confession of 
Henry M. Sharp for the murder of 
Ed Konerick, in Hottentot, Texas, on 
the night of October 1, 1884, for 
which A. L. George served five and 
one-half years in the Texas peniten-’ 
tiary, has been proven genuine fro 
a number of sources:since its first 
publication in The Constitution July 


That Konerick was killed, and that 
L. rge was convicted: by a jury 
and sentenced to hang, but later com- 
muted to .imprisonment and _ finally 
pardoned, and that Sharp really did 
the killing has apparently been defi- 
nitely established. George was jour- 
neying from the ranch on which he 
‘was working at the time, near Point 
Rock, “I'exas, and after covering 200 
miJes, on horseback, arrived at the 
little town of Hottentot, about dusk, 
October 1, 1884. ne 
About 8:30, Ed Konerick was killed 


at his small grocery store; and, as 


George was a stranger in town, with- 
out friends or an alibi, and as Kone- 
rick was found- with two bullet 
wounds in his body, and George’s pis- 
tol had two empty cartridges in the 
cylinder when he was taken into cus- 
tody, he was found guilty of the 
murder—-purely on circumstantial evi- 


dence. 
Death Date Set. 

The case was appealed to the su- 
preme court. After five months, the 
verdict was affirmed and the sentence 
was announced April 13, 1885, in 
these words: 

“You have been tried for killing Ed 
Konerick. The jury has found you 
guilty and has assessed your punish- 
ment at death, and it is the duty of 
this court to set the date of your 
execution and pass sentence. I will 
say that this court has set the 
26th day of June, 1885, between 10 
a. m. and. 1 p. m., and in the pres- 
ence of officers and citizens you are 
to be hanged by the neck until you 
are dead, dead, dead !”’ 

Four days before the day of execu- 
tion. Governor Ireland granted the 
condemned man a reprieve of 40 days. 
Three days before the expiration of 
this period, the governor commuted 
the sentence from death to life im- 
prisonment. He was transferred to 
Huntsville prison at once, and put to 
work in a shoe factory for five and 
one-half years— 

Then. on his death-bed, Henry M. 
Sharn made a confession of the crime 
in the presence of ‘witnesses. The 
text of the confession ‘is as follows: 

Sharp’s Confession. 


“TI, H. M. Sharp, conscious of ap- 
proaching death, and knowing that 
I must die soon, make the following 
Statement: That. on the first night 
of October, 1884, at a ‘small village 
called Hottentot, in Fayette county, 
Texas, near his little. grocery store, 
I shot and killed Ed Konerick. I 
was drinking some when I got in 
this trouble over a box of sardines. 
A. L. George had nothing to do with 
the killing, neither was he present 
at the time, and under oath I sign 
my name fo this statement.” 

The confession is signed by “Henry 
M. Sharp.” and witnessed by J. M. 
Smith and Ben Campbell. 

After this confession became known, 
Governor LL. S. Ross nardoned A. L. 
George, January 22, 1890. -Soon after 
that date, he was relepased. He be- 
came a lecturer and preacher in 
Georgia, Tennessee and other states, 
One of his themes was the life a 
prisoner is forced to live and the 
wrongs he had suffered. 

He never lost hope in some day 
being able to get the Texas legisla- 
tnre to clear his name of all eonnec- 
tion with the murder for which he 
claims he had been uniustly declared 
guilty in 1885. He died a year ago in 
Austin, Texas, where he was trying 
to get a hearing before the state leg- 
islature. 

Two Confessions? 

Most of the facts in this strange 
case have come to The Constitution 
from persons who have heard George 
lecture and read the autobiographical 
a he sold, describing his prison 
ire, , 

It is clear that the confession of 
Sharp came to light in 1890. The re- 
markable thing is that this written 
confession should be found in the 
drawer of a sewing machine m a home 
on Jones avenue. 

It is very probable that the con- 
fession is in the handwriting of 
Sharp himself, since it is not written 
exactly like the one made public 
and printed in George’s booklet. Also, 
the names of.the witnesses are not 
attached. 

If anyone had made a copy of it 
from a printed original, it is logical 
to assume that the copy. would have 
been more exact, and probably would 
have been in greater detail. It is 
thought Sharp wrote the confession 
recently found in Atlanta and kept it, 
later—when he felt his end near— 
calling in the two men who witnessed 
his legal confession, in substantially 
the same words and making the con- 
fession in their presence, after which 
the last was given to the public. 

How the confession got in the ma- 
chine drawer perhaps will never be 
known. .

ON MAKING FRIENDS. 

A pathetic letter has come to me 
from a girl who says she can’t make 
friends. She says she has done every- 

thing she can think of, tried to be al- 
ways pleasant, polite and willing to 
keep a pleasant expression on her face. 
She had invited people to her home 
. and joined clubs, but all to no avail— 
people just don’t seem to be interested 
in her. 

She signs herself “Heartbroken” 
‘and begs me to tell her something she 
can do to change this state of af- 
fairs. : 

What shall I say to her? 

How does one make friends if 
friends just won't naturally make 
themselves ? 

Personality a Magnet. 

Personality is the natural friend- 
maker. If you have it you will make 
friends without effort. You may not 
keep them if you do not have certain 
virtues to back it, but you will go on 
making them so long as you have the 
magnet of a vivid personaliyt. 

But personality is a comparatively 
rare gift and almost everyone has 
friends. What then are the qualities 
that win them? 

A cheerful disposition unquestiona- 
bly helps, a jolly disposition still 
more so. We are always glad to meet 
the person who looks at life in a jolly 
good-humored way, and gets us into 
the same mood. “Laugh and the 
world laughs with you”—and to laugh 
together helps make people friends. 

Like People. 

A friendly disposition is another 
magnet to draw people to you. If you 
like people and do not merely want to 
have them like you, they will sense the 
warmth of that feeling and be attracted 
by it. “The only way to havea 
have a friend is to be one.” 

Of the artificial ways of winning 
friends none, I think, is more success- 
ful than to cultivate the habit of being 
a good listener. Find out what sub- 
jects people are interested in, get 
them to talk about them and then listen 
intelligently. Listening doesn’t simply 
mean keeping quiet while the other 
person talks. It means listening ac- 
tively, understanding what they- are 


saying, being interested in it, making 
intelligent replies, drawing them out, 
giving them a chance to present them- 


selves and their doings in a good light. 
“Father came home saying he had had 
a wonderful time,” a friend of mine 
whose father was an officer in the 
civil war said to me the other day, 
“and I knew that meant father had 
gotten someone to listen to his war 
stories.” You can easily see what 
qualities father would value in a new 
acquaintance. 
She Is Pressing. 

Don’t think too much about your- 
self. That’s fatal even if you are only 
thinking about yourself as a friend- 
maker. I imagine that’s one of the 
troubles with this girl who says she 
can’t make friends She ought to get 
her mind off herself and stop trying so 
hard to make friends, and that would 
doubtless help her to make them. In 
golf -when a man tries too hard to hit 
the ball he often defeats his own game. 
That is called pressing. The con- 
scious gets in the way of the uncon- 
scious and inhibits it. That’s just 
what I think is happening to this girl 
—she is pressing. If she will decide 
that it doesn’t matter so much, after 
all, that she will be interested in her 
work and her family, find pleasure in 
outdoor life and in reading, and in the 
movies, and in observing other people, 
perhaps that will help her to relax 
and be more natural, and in the end 
get what she wants; ‘

A LIVING WAGE? 


B. M. Jewell, head of the striking shop crafts union, is quoted by the Associated 


“The Railway Labor Board has attempted ‘to establish wages which for 
a large percentage of the men concerned will not provide the minimum 
amount found by the Government officials to be necessary to maintain a 
worker and his family in a condition of decent living.” 


The sole issue between the striking shopmen of the Central of Georgia Railway 
and the United States Railway Labor Board, is the scale of wages fixed by the latter. 
Since it is the public’s welfare that will suffer from any interruption to traffic, and 
since public opinion will ultimately settle the matter, the public is entitled to have the 
The people have a right to know the amount of monthly in- 
come these men are receiving and the amount of reduction in dollars and cents, 
against which they are protesting by means of the strike. 


Briefly stated, members of seven of the eight striking crafts will receive a re- 
duction from $157.08 per month to $142.80 per month, a difference of $14.28 per 
Members of the eighth craft will receive a reduction from $146.88 per month 
to $128.52 per month, a difference of $18.36 per month.

No. 12—Cool Colors. 

Blue—the third of the so-called pri- 
mary colors—is known as a “cool” or 
“receding” color. It is, called “‘cool” 
or “receding” because it, creates a 
quieting impression of coolness and re- 
pose and because blue or bluish sur- 
faces seem to recede or go away from 
you. For example, on a blue surface 
with a red pattern, the pattern stands, 
out and comes at you; on a red sur- 
face with a Mlue pattern the pattern 
seems to sink and go away, while the 
background comes forward. 

All other colors in whose composi- 
tion blue is the prevailing element be- 
long likewise in the “cool” class and 
share the “receding” qualities accord- 
ing to the amount of blue that enters 
into their makeup. ‘Thus, green, in 
which there is more blue than yellow, 
is a bluish or cool green, and violet in 
which there is more blue than red is a 
bluish or cool violet. 

In rooms wtih) walls of a warm or 


advancing color, the walls seem to 
come together toward you, according 
to the degree of warmth in their col- 
oring. Cool-colored walls seem to 
recede. Hence, warm-colored walls 
make a room smaller than it really is; 
cool-colored walls make it seem larger.

For School Children 


And Teachers Argued 


A petition seeking one-half fare 
en street cars for school children and 
teachers was filed Friday before the 
Georgia railroad commission by James 
L. Mayson, city attorney. Hearing on 
the petition will be made within the 
next few days, it was announced, and 
the commission is expected to render 
a decision before commencement of 
schools in September. 

The petition sets forth that many 
progressive cities throughout the coun- 
try have such a system whereby school 
children and teachers are permitted to 
ride to find from school on the one- 
half fare plan and that a number of 
states, including Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Texas, have state laws 
providing lower car fare for them. 

The movement to reduce street car 
fares for school children and teachers 
Originated here last fall when the 
Forrest Avenue School association, of 
which Mrs, M. E. Ailes is president, 
adopted resolutions urging that steps 
be taken in this regard. Since that 
time virtually all of the local parent- 
teacher associations and ‘civic organ- 
izations have indorsed the movement. 
Mass meetings were held and a com- 
mittee was appointed to appear be- 
fore officials of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company and ask for the 
reduction. Thig, was done, the com- 
mittee being informed by the power 
officials it would be practicing dis- 
crimination to adhere to the request.

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Until a few years ago, we got most 
of our sugar from the sugar cane. Do 
you know that now over half of the 
sugar used in the world is obtafnea 
from the sugar beet? Some people 


think that the beet root is less satis- 


factory for many purposes than the | 
sugar cane, but it is identical chem- | 


ically. 

You find cane sugar-‘on the market 
in various forms. Ordinary powdered 
sugar is, of course, the same substance 
as granulated sugar, but more finely 
ground. Some housewives think pow- 
dered sugar is adulterated because it 
is less sweet than granulated sugar, but 
the lack of sweetness is simply due to 
the sugar's finely — condition. 

Here is a simple test you can make 
to see if powdered sugar is adulterated 
with some form of porcelain clay or 
starch. Dissolve the sugar in water. 
If it dissolves readily, you may be 
sure that no foreign substances are 
present, because adulterations will. not 
mix with the water and their presence 
can be easily detected. 

Many inexperienced housewives do 
not know exactly what brown sugar 
is. That which you buy in stores ig 
simply cane sugar that has not been 
decolorized or has been only partially 
so treated. 


Every housewife should know some- 
things of the adulterants, harmless and 
otherwise, used in foods today. Mon- 
day’s talk will prove enlightening.

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Tax Equalization’ 
Battle Is Halted 
By Adjournment 


At 12 o’clock Friday, warring fac- 
tions ‘n the senate filibuster against 
rep@l of the tax equalization law, 
agreed to temporary cessation of hos- 
tilities and voted to adjourn until 
Monday morning at 11 o’clock. Anti- 
repeal leaders’ predicted they would 
he able to stave off actfon on the bill 
for several more days. 

The filibuster of Thursday was re- 
sumed Friday morning, led by Sen- 
ator Snow, who demanded that the 
journal be read. He then moved that 
the senate reconsider its action of the 
previous dav in tabling the Womble 
hiilt calling for two-year elective terms 
for county ofticers instead of four. His 
motion was defeated. 

He came back with a guecessul mo- 
tion to have each of the bills intro- 
duced rend in full. This required an 
hour and a half. 

President Clay surrendered his 
gavel to take the floor and asked 
unanimous consent of the senate to 
take from the table where they were 
placed at the last session and restore 
them to the calendar. house bill No. 
240. known as the budget bill, and 
senate mensnure No. 42, known as 
the pistol bill. 

Grant Their Consent. 

The filibustering group first ascer- 
tained that none of their rights to 
the floor would be interfered with 
and granted the consent. 

After reading of the new bills was 
finished, Senator Fleming. who had 
the floor at time of adjournment 
Thursday, reading the bills that had 
been previously introduced. resumed 
his task. The opposing side then 
sought a conference and agreed om 
adiournment. 

Senator Tarpley, of the thirtv-sixth 
district, offered an important bill in 
the sennte which would make it un- 
lawful for two or more persons to 
form a combination or conspiracy to 
hinder or prevent any railroad, other 
concern or individual, from carrying 
on a Jawfnl business in Georgia. 

Picketing, bovcotting or attempted 
boycott, intimidation or threats to 
prevent or irterfere with the opern- 
tion of lawful business, are expressly 
forhidden hy the bill. Violations nre 
made punishable as for a_ misde- 
mennor.

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LESSON NO. 89. 
Summer Time Radio Receiving. 

It is a well-known fact among amateur radi6 men that much greater 
ranges are covered with receiving sets on the cold, clear winter nights 
than on the warm, damp, summer nights. This accounts in a large 
measure for the popularity of radio during the winter and the usual 
falling off in amateur activities with entrance of the so-called “static 
season.” 

Many enthusiastic amateurs, however, will desire to take some form 
of receiving set with them on their camping trips or possibly install 
small sets on yachts. The recent appearance on the market of a receiv- 
ing set employing a vacuum tube detector, the filament current of which 
is supplied by an ordinary dry cell simplifies the problem of securing 
an efficient portable set. Usually it is inconvenient to transport a stor- 
age battery to the summer home and even if this may be accomplished 
without damage to the battery, there still remains the problem of charg- 
ing it. The type of equipment should be chosen with a definite pur- 
pose in view, for example, if the receiving set is to be located in the 
mountains with the nearest transmitting station several hundred miles 
away, a crystal detector set or even a single tube receiver would be in- 
sufficient to give good signals. | 
The coil or loop aerial with both radio and audio frequency ampli- 
fiers is very efficient for receiving broadcasts and does not suffer from 
static disturbances as much as a receiving set employing a large ca- 
pacity antenna system. This type of equipment may be tried out before 
starting on the trip and requires no outside wires or other local gear for 
its proper functioning. 

For the vacationist who goes to some place within a short distance 
of a large city where there may be a fairly high-powered broadcasting 
station, a crystal set or a simple regenerative set may suffice if a single 
wire about 100 feet long can be erected between high trees for an aerial. 
It is probably more important to take necessary precautions against 
damage from electrical storms on installations in the country than in 
the city, due to the scarcity of other wires and metallic bodies which 
allow the atmospheric charges to leak off gradually. For this reason 
care should be exercised in the construction of the aerial system to pro- 
vide either an approved type of vacuum arrester or a double-throw, sin- 
gle pole switch of ample proportions. 

Where it is difficult to secure a good ground connection on a water ] 
pipe, in a lake or well, it will be found useful to adopt the method em- 
ployed by the signal corps in France for grounding the receiving set. 
A piece of wire, netting about three feet wide and fifteen feet long, is 
rolled out on the ground, several stones being placed upon it to hold it 
in place. The ground wire is connected to the netting which forms a 
simple but effective ground, not only for receiving, but also for small 
transmitting sets. 

If it is planned to*operate a transmitting station on a yacht or at 
a country home the necessary steps to arrange for the issuance of the 
federal licenses required should be taken some time in advance to 
guard against possible delay. A license is required for every transmit- 
ting station and this license authorizes the use of the transmitter at 
a given location and covers only the particular equipment described in 


the application.

SAYS BRADSTREET 


New York, July 7.—Bradstreet’g to- 
morrow will say: 

“Trade has been quieter, helidays 
and weather irregularities, reducing 
operations in both trade and industry, 
but the fading of the menace of a 
general strike of auxiliary railroad 
workers had made for a quiet cheer- 
ful tone. The transportation indus- 
try has continued to function with 
strikingly little friction, despite the 
walkout of the railroad shopmen or 
mechanics. For this, the partial] na- 
ture of the strike—all the shopmen 
not going out—and the failure of the 
strike to be extenéed to track work- 
ers, telegraphers and clerical work- 
ers, was mainly responsible.

Hife of your daughter or little sister 
by making her drink water that had 
been condemned. Yet you force other 
girls to do this very thing in the 
Georgia Training School for girls. 
Your state has in this scheol 84 girls, 
who daily have to drink water from 
a well which examiners have con- 
demned more than. once. 

A fit source of water for the school 
has not yet been provided because of 
lack of funs. 

True, the trustees, appointed by the 
Zovernor, take every precaution to 
protect the health of the children in 
their care. They have the drinking 
water boiled. And Governor Hard- 
wick, when he learned the situation, 
authorized the drilling of a new well, 
which has deen begun. The legisla- 
ture will unquestionably support the 
governor in this, for no Georgian could 
forgive himself, if a child in the eare 
of Georgia should lose her life from 
drinking impure water. - 

But more than this is needed. Our 
courts in any section of the state may 
send wayward girls under the age 
of 18 to Georgia’s Training school. 
Yet last year the trustees had to close 
one of the buildings and send away 
60 of the girls. Girls are sleeping 
in the school halls. Scoree have been 
refused admission. Every week girls 
are turned away. There is no room, 
but the building provided by Georgia 
for them stands there closed and 
empty. 4 

The legislature at its last session 
failed to appropriate the necessary 
money to take care of these pitiful 
children of Georgia. 

Only Children, These. 

It was a sin-hardened woman of the 
world whom Jesus saved by. the well- 
= in Samaria, when He said to 

er— 


“If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee, ‘Give 
me to drink,’ thou wouldest have 
asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water.” 

But these girls, whom Georgia 

sends away, are only children, who 
have lost their way. ‘Their one chance 
tq find it, and so come safely home, 
is this school. Closing’ its doors 
dooms these children to almost cer- 
tain destruction. And as they sink 
in the mire, they will drag others 
with them, spreading evil and disease 
in ever widening circies among the 
living, to blight the children of fu- 
ture generations, 
_ The wrong done to one turged away 
is realized when you vee the marvel- 
ous transformation in the child ad- 
mitted to the school. One as young 
as eleven years old is recalled. An- 
other had been married, deserted and 
divoreed at the age of thirteen. 

Hard lines disappear from little 
faces. Girlhood with its infinite pos- 
sibilities dawns again in their eyes. 
Purity of life and purpose begins to 
expel the poison of the sin, which was 
born of ignorance. Six months drink- 
ing the “living water,” which Georgia 
has provided in the teaching of this 
school, has been known to so trans- 
form a girl that you vould not recog- 
nize her as the pitiable, hunted little 
creature sent there by a court. And 
she is not the same. She is a new 
creature—a girl, one of our daughters 
saved by our Great Mother, Georgia, 
from worse than death. 

The;report of Mrs. J. Houston 
Johnston, chairman of Woman’s Work 
for the Christian Council, gave these 
facts as to the Georgia Training 
School for Girls to the countil at its 
last meeting, The legislature, it is 
believed, will quickly find the money 
to relieve the distressing situation, 
when it is made fully kngwn to the 
members of that body. 


Those Behind Work. 
The report of W. W. Orr, chairman 


ef the finance committee, to the coun- 
cil showed that 61 churches of At- 
lanta are represented in the Christian 
Council... Of these,-28 churches have 
subscribed $4,113.75 to the council's 
budget of $6,000.00. The other 35 
churches, it is hoped, will quickly 
subscribe the balance of $2,486.25 
needed for the council’s work. 

The committee on evangelism, Rev. 
R. UO. Flinn, chairwun, reported that 
100 churches participated in the April 
campaign of Kvangelism, -which added 
4,000 members to the churches of At- 
lanta and deepened the religious ‘ife 
of the city. At the request of Ve» 
committee, the city park board has 
included two sacred songs in the Sun- 
day concerts at the parks, where dur 
ing the intermission, a leading minis- 
ter of the city will speak for ten min- 
utes on the message of Christ to the 
world. 

M. M. Davis, chairman of the com- 
mittee on unemployment, made a re- 
port to the council, which eaused the 
council to make the committee a per- 
manent standing one. The crisis, 
when 6,000 unemployed were in At- 
lanta, has passed. ‘The appeal of the 
churches to their members backed by 
the splendid publicity given by the 
Atlanta daily papers, met with im- 
mediate response when conditions 
were worst. 

The Community Sewing Room, es- 
tablished to give work to women, was 
handled by a group of women without 
regard to creed or denomination. This 
room has established more than one 
woman in permanent work, sewing 
in privete homes. The room and the 
work will be continued. 

The unemployment committee will 
henceforth work with other agencies 
to solve the problem of ee 
that is always with’us, as the result 
of the ignorance of unskilled labor 
and as the inevitable consequence of 
the present methods of handling in- 
dustry. 

Results that Count. 

The Civics Committee report, John 
A. Manget, chairman, showed that the 
Churches Home for Girls, maintained 
to provide homes for working girls at 
a cost low enough tu ve met from their 
wages, have room for 250 girls. At 
present, only 210 girls are in these 
homes, which have room for 40 more. 


Particularly gratifying was the 
committee’s report of the practical 
completion of the swimming pool by 
the county, and the installation by 
the city of swings, see-saws and slides 
for children in Washington park, the 
park which has been provided for the 
negroes of Atlanta. On July 4th more 
than 10,000 negroes thronged the park 
at its opening. They maintained the 
record, which for 4 years past they 
have established on the one day in 
the year that the negroés have been 
permitted to use Lakewood. There 
was not the slightest disorder, only 
thorough enjoyment of the fun and 
pleasure provided by the city for its 
colored people. 

The committtee on civics also rec- 
ommended a resolution, which the 
council adopted, urging the legislature 
to forbid the use of the lash in our 
prisons, 

Prayer ied by Mr. Joel Hunter 
closed the meeting of the council. 

During the evening, its members 
had considered the suffering of Chris- 
tians in Armenia, the war against 
narcotics, the postponement of Aus 
tria’s debt, the problem of the girl 
with the little wage, the wayward 
child, the fallea woman, the race ques- 
tion, prison conditions, the liquor 
traffic, parks, and drinking water. 

And these are only a fraction of the 
problems touched by Christ through 
His church.
